lu  the  United  States  Senate  oti  Monday, 
March  2d,  the  rules  regulating  the  trial  of  the 
President  were  under  discussion.  One  of 
these  prevents  the  accused  being  heard  but 
by  a  single  counsel,  and  is  effectually  a  gag 
law.  Pending  the  debate  our  new  Senator 
arose  and  spoke  as  follows  : 

Mr.  McCREERY— I  move  to  amend  the 
twentieth  rule  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
occurrence  of  the  words  "  each  side  "  and  by 
substituting  the  word  "  counsel  '  for  the  words 
"  one  person  only  ."  so  that  the  rule,  if  amend- 
ed as  propose  1,  will  read  . 

"All  preliminary  or  interlocutory  questions 
and  all  motions  may  be  argued  by  counsel  on 
either  side." 

TIm  PRESIDING  OFFICER— The  ques- 
tion is  on  the  amendment  from  the  Senator 
from  Kentrtcky. 

Mr  McCREERY  -  As  other  gentlemen  have 
doubtless  reflected  the  views  and  the  wishes 
of  their  constituents  in  the  course  of  this 
debate,  1  beg  leave,  as  a  representative  of

lion  I  venture  io  .-a>,  tha'  there  i.  not  a 
court  in  Kentucky*  wTjffor  low.  which  has 
ever  entered  up  a  rule  that  when  any  accused 
is  brought  up  his  counsel  shall  be  limited  to 
one  hour,  two  hours,  or  three  hours.  And  re- 
presenting the  people  of  Kentucky  I  feel  con- 
strained, although  I  have  no  hope,  or  small 
hope,  of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  to 
offer  it  before  the  final  action  of  this  body. 

I  think  it  is  important  that  this  amendment 
should  l>e  adopted.  In  my  weakness  I  feel 
the  necessity  upon  myself  that  I  should  draw 
light  from  every  possible  source.  I  do  not 
want  any  restriction,  any  limitation.  Let 
counsel  present  their  case  as  strocg  as  they 
please  on  either  side  I  have  a  high  and 
responsible  duty  to  perform,  and  I  crave  and 
beg  the  privilege  of  performing  that  duty  un- 
der all  the  light  and  with  all  the  information 
which  1  can  gain  from  all  sources.  There 
may  be  members  in  this  body  who  require  no 
light  of  this  description  .  there  may  be  men 
in  this  body  so  well  versed  in  the  laws  and 
the  Constitution  that  any  debate  whatever 
may  l»e  unnecessary  for  them  .  but  I  would 
ask  tbo«e  gentlemen,  in  behalf  of  less  gifted 
persons  than  themselves,  to  extend  the  privi- 
lege in  this  high  cause  of  argument  to 
the  counsel  so  far  as  they  may  wish  to  pro- 
ceed 

I  tell  those  who  are  in  the  majority  in  this 
hall  that  they  can  afford  to  be  magnanimous: 
thev  have  the  strength  to  be  magnanimous: 
and  the  learned  Senator  from  Indiana  [Mr. 
Morton]  has  said  that  he  wishes  to  act  fairly 
and  impartially,  ar.d  that  it  should  appear 
that  he  acted  fairly  and  impartially  If  our 
action  is  fair  and  impartial,  ii  will  apear  fair 
and  impartial  If  it  is  partial  and  unfair,  it  will 
appear  partial  and  unfair  As  I  said  before  the 
majority  of  this  body,  being  regirded  by  the 
country,  and  going  down  to  posterity,  as  un- 
friendly on  this  occasion  to  the  accused,  can 
well  afford  to  come  up  and  be  magnanimous 
and  liberal.  Allow  full  scope  to  the  discus- 
sion, allow  full  scope  to  the  accusation,  and 
let  the  prisoner  stand  or  fall  as  it  may  ap 
pear  just  and  right  after  clear  investigation 
before  u». 

The  Senator  from  Illiooia,  Mr.  lates,  ap- 
pears to  have  floating  before  his  imagination 
a  grand  exhibition,  at  which  fine  ladies  are  to 
grace  the  galleries :  and  he  appears,  also,  to 
have  a  wish  and  desire  to  meet  the  expecta- 
tions of  the  people.  Sir,  whether  these  la- 
dies shall  grace  these  galleries  or  not.  whether 
this  exhibition  we  are  to  have  is  to  be  grand, 
gloomy,  or  peculiar,  will  have  no  influence 
on  me  whatever  in  the  action  which  I  take  in 
this  cause.

If  the 
prosecution  convict  the  President  of  high 
crimes  and  miidemeanors  under  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  I, 
a*  a  sworn  juror,  will  feel  compelled  to  say 
so;  if  they  fail,  I  must  acquit;  but  whether 
these  fine  ladies  shall  grace  these  galleries, 
rustling  in  their  silks  or  gliding  about  in  their 
calico,  or  whether  the  exhibition  shall  be 
grand  or  not,  will  have  no  influence  whatever 


Metternich  green  is  now  the  fashionable 
color,  as  is  also  black,  crimson,  and  dark 
blue.  Bismarck  shades  are  rapidly  going 
down  in  the  tide  of  public  favor;  they  were 
too  exclusive  to  last  long,  and  there  are  now 
fewer  shades  of  the  kind  tolerated.  Dark 
blue  is  preferred  for  cloth  costumes  ;  violet 
and  dark  brown  for  cotton  velvet ;  speckled 
brown  and  black  tweed  are  also  permitted, 
and  are  deemed  very  tasty  and  fashionable. 
Dark  blue  velvet  and  dark  crimson  are  still  in 
demand  for  out-door  wear.  Rlack  still  con- 
tinues to  be  fashion's  favorite  hue;  and  such 
an  ascendency  has  this  color  acquired  in 
Paris  over  all  other  shades  that  it  would  seem 
at  though  the  ladies  of  that  frivolous  capital 
had  doomed  themselves  to  eternal  mourning 
Ordinary  visits,  wedding  visits,  and  all  those 
occasions  for  which  bright  colors  and  gay  cos- 
tumes used  to  be  selected  have  given  place  to 
black,  which  has  this  season  prevailed.  In 
matters  of  color,  fashion  is  almost  as  inexor- 
able as  in  matters  pertaining  to  cuts  or  trim- 
mings, and  the  result  is  that  costumes  en- 
tirely of  the  same  material  are  still  worn. 
Black  satin,  black  faye,  black  or  violet  moire, 
and  black  serge  de  soie  are  the  favorite  ma- 
terials jnst  now;  but  many  of  the  colors  men- 
tioned above  can  be  substituted  instead.  We 
subjoin  descriptions  of  black  dresses: 

.lupon  of  black  or  violet  moire,  upper  robe 
of  black  faye,  gathered  up  at  each  side.  A 
rich  triinuung  of  jet  ornaments  on  the  pock- 
'  t  - .  corsage,  and  sleeves;  that  on  the  pockets 
and  corsage  consists  of  a  deep  jet  fringe,  and  i 
the  trimmings  at  the  end  of  the  sleeves  is 
somewhat  more  showy  and  elaborate  in  de- 
sign. The  ceinture  is  of  the  same  material 
as  the  robe,  exceedingly  broad  and  fastened  | 
at  the  back  of  the  waist  by  jet.  rings  Bonnet 
of  black  velvet,  with  trimmings  of  white  or 
violet  marabouts.  The  corsage  of  Hie  dress 
is  high,  and  over  it  is  worn  u  black  latW  j.ol 
onaise  A  small  chinchilla  muff  is  slung  to 
the  arm  by  a  loop  or  rose  colored  ribbon, 
liistened  in  a  bow  at  one  side.  This  is  at 
present  the  fashionable  style  of  carrying  the 
muff. 

Robe  of  bL.ck  faye,  over  a  jupon  of  black 
velvet,  with  the  robe  finished  at  the  edge  by 
five  narrow  rouleaux  of  black  velvet  A 
black  lace  bournouse,  lined  with  violet  silk. 

Next  we  have  a  trained  robe  of  superb 
black  serge  de  soie.  Between  each  breadth 
there  is  a  band  of  brilliant  jet  trimmings,  and 
M  the  pockets  jet  fringe.  The  ceinture  of 
the  polonaise  consists  of  a  broad  black  ribbon, 
embroidered  with  jet.  Polonaise  i,f  black 
chants*!*  lace,  lined  with  black  satin. 

Walking  costumes  continue  much  the  same 
tis  throughout  the  winter.  Fashion  has  at 
length  dictated  a  special  rule  for  the  style  <>t 
dress  generally  designated  as  the  "  costume 
court,"  of  which  the  short  robe  is  marked 
characteristic.  The  short  jupon.  or  petticoat, 
must  not  be  too  short,  and  should  be  of  red. 
violet,  or  black  and  finished  at  the  lower 
edge  by  a  pelisse.  The  robe  worn  over  it  is  cut 
in  a  peculiar  way;  in  front  it  is  without  plaits 
at  the  waist,  and  hangs  in  only  a  little  ful- 
ness at  the  back,  where  it  is  shaped  so  as  to 
fall  in  a  moderate  point,  and  is^gathered  np 
by  four  buttons,  one  being  placed  at  each  side 
and  two  at  the  back. 

pretty  finished  with  black  laci  edging  Black 
velvet  and  other  evening  dresses  are  cut  very 
low.  Some  sacrifice,  however,  to  propriety 
is  obtained  by  the  use  of  the  chemisette,  or 
rather  a  second  and  high  bodice  of  satin, 
very  pale  in  tone  and  made  quite  plain. 

The  latest  style  for  evening  dresses  for 
young  ladies  consists  of  three  skirts  of  pink 
crape  set  on  in  very  small  plaits,  the  border 
of  each  skirt  cut  in  small  scallops  answering 
to  the  width  of  the  plaits  The  body  is  form- 
ed of  three  plaited  bands,  the  upper  one  in 
small  scallops  round  the  top.  A  scarf  of  pink 
satin  can  be  worn  around  the  waist,  and 
fastened  together  half  way  down  the  skirt  by 
a  pink  daisy,  a  small  one  to  be  worn  at  the 
waist  at  'he  other  side.  White  foulard  is  also 
fashionable. 

Ball  dresses  could  not  be  cut  any  lower  in 
front;  so  they  are  now  cut  more  behind.  In 
the  way  o  ball  dresses,  a  robe  of  white  tulle 
or  white  silk  is  most  desirable.  The  skirts 
should  be  made  in  the  style  of  a  robe  ronde — 
that  is  to  say,  without  a  train,  and  just  long 
enough  to  touch  the  ground,  the  edge  finished 
I  with  a  flounce  of  tulle,  embroidered  with  sil- 
I  ver  The  front  should  be  plain,  and  at  each 
side  bias  bands  of  white  taffeta  must  be  set 
on  in  the  tablier  form,  gradually  widening 


made  of  fro3ted  silver,  and  the  top  of  the 
corsage  is  finished  by  a  fall  of  dentelle  d'nr- 
gent,  while  in  tho  hair  a  boquet  of  silver 
frosted  wheat  ears  should  be  worn. 

Cmld,  silver,  jet,  and  lace  are  now  the  trim- 
mings most  in  vogne.  Furs  are  still  the  rage, 
the  lighter  qualities  being  most  liked.  The 
"(dick'  fashion  is  again  rapidly  gaining  in 
favor,  as  is  also  the  use  of  gold  flowers  and 
trimsaiaga.  Silver  cord  is  also  much  worn. 
Broadly  fluted  flounces  are  worn  on  the  edge 
of  skirls 

Perhaps  the  strangest  possible  fact  in  con- 
nection with  the  present  fashions  is  the  com- 
plete and  wonderful  change  that  has  come 
nbout  in  cloaks,  both  opera  and  walking,  and 
which  are  now  of  such  strange  shapes  as  to 
be  totally  inexplicable.  They  are  of  all 
shapes,  which  include  long  hanging  pieces, 
and  as  yet  have  received  no  new  name.  They 
are  quite  a  novelty,  stand-up  collars,  and 
fastened  nt  tho  left  shoulder  by  a  button 
which  cannot  be  seen. 

There  has  been  another  change  in  the  coat 
sleeves,  this  being  the  use  of  hanging  sleeves 
—  hanging  completely  from  the  shoulder, 
narrow,  jointed,  and  completed  with  a  fur 
cuff,  so  that  the  effect  produced  is  that  of  a 
htusar's  jacket,  from  which  it  derives  its 
name.  It  owes  its  origin  to  the  "Grand 
Duchess  de  Gerolstein,"  and  has  a  very 
charming  effect ,  besides  which  it  is  consider- 
ed chic,  which  is  everything  now,  as  probably 
it  always  was.  White  eaohemire  cloaks  are 
much  worn,  and  generally  lined  with  satin, 
cut  in  a  bizarre  manner  and  very  deep. 

It  daily  becomes  more  difficult  to  make 
sufficiently  small  bonnets  to  fit  the  increasing 
chignons.  Bonnets  for  morning  wear  are  com- 
posed of  a  puff  of  white  blonde,  edged  with 
undulating  white  blonde,  while  the  summit  is 
completed  with  a  little  garland  of  rosebuds. 
Other  bonnets  of  blonde  are  of  the  half  square 
shape,  a  sort  of  a  buckle  work  of  velvet  strap- 
pi  ng  pas-ing  down  the  center  of  the  material, 
which  is  formed  in  the  butterfly  shape.  In 
other  cases  narrow  bands  of  satin,  cut  on  the 
cross,  divide  the  bonnet  into  two  compart- 
ments. Where  bonnets  are  worn  stretched — 
that  is,  without  drawing,  pulling,  or  plaiting 
of  any  kind — a  curtain  is  used.  The  cap  in 
these  cases  is  of  small  puffed  tulle.  Thesntin 
strings  are  generally  worn,  and  golden  braid 
is  again  being  used  as  trimming. 

The  fashionable  >tyle  of  head  dresses  is  a 
mixture  of  jewels  and  flowers,  the  effect  of 
which  is  extremely  tasteful  and  elegant. 
Creole  bandeaux  are  made  ol  a  crimson  vel- 
vet, ornamented  with  a  circlet  of  gold^and 
steel,  and  pendant  drops  to  correspond^  A 
crimson  flower  with  metalic  foliage  is  placed 
on  one  i.ide.  Other  coiffures  are  composed 
of  golden  torsade  with  drooping  turquois  or- 
naments divided  by  pearls,  and  with  an  arum 
blossom  of  white  crape  and  golden  tassels  on 
one  side  A  golden  comb,  ornamented  with 
drooping  branches  of  lilies  of  the  valley,  forms 
a  very  pretty  set-off  to  the  chignon.  For  the 
front  part  of  the  coiffure  two  narrow  rouleaux 
of  turquois  The  Norma  coiffure  of  beauti- 
ful leaves  is  also  fashionable,  and  so  are  the 
beautiful  jewel  butter  flies  and  humming 
birds. 

The  Pompeiian  head-dress  is  now  the  rage. 
The  hair  is  waved,  then  turned  back  from  the 
face  over  a  frizzette  and  fastened  down  with  a 
row  of  large  gold  beads  The  hair  is  rolled 
into  a  large  chignon  at  the  back,  and  two 
long  curls  fall  over  the  chignon  at  the  back 
and  a  shorter  one  behind  the  ear. 

The  fashion  of  the  day  for  fancy  jewelry  is 
a  mixture  of  gold  and  steel  Coronets  for  the 
hair,  necklaces,  bracelets,  earings,  brooches, 
and  studs  are  all  made  of  this  style.  For 
lockets  and  s'uds  the  initials  are  frequently 
raised  in  gold  on  a  smooth  steel  surface. 
Opals,  that  but  a  few  days  ago  wor>  so  super- 
stitiously  regarded  as  unlucky,  are  again 
coming  in  vogue,  and  promise  soon  to  be- 
come, as  they  have  always  deserved  to  be, 
esteemed  universal  favorites.  And  now, 
trusting  that  our  fair  readers  have  enjoyed 
the  latest  modes,  which  we  have  here  pre- 
sented for  their  consideration  and  approval, 
we  will  for  one  short  week  bid  them  adieu.

It  is  astounding,  however,  to  reflect  upon 
the  pomp,  extravagance,  and  inordinat. im  <  1 
which  charai  terized  the  government  and  the 
court. 

The  expenses  of . lames  household  w.-r.  at 
least  five  hundred  thousand  avowal,  el  about 
one  quarter  of  the  whole  revenue  of  the  empire. 
Henry  IV.,  with  all  his  extravagance,  did  not 
spend  more  than  one-tenth  of  the  public  in- 
come of  France  upon  himself  aud  court. 

Certainly  if  England  were  destined  to  grow 
great,  it  v/ould  be  in  despite  of  its  new  mon- 
arch. Hating  the  people,  most  intolerant  in 
religion,  believing  intensely  in  royal  preroga- 
tive, thoroughly  convinced  of  his  regal  as  well 
as  his  personal  infallibility,  loathing  that  in- 
ductive method  of  thought  which  was  already 
leading  the  English  nation  so  proudly  on  the 
road  of  intellectual  advancement,  shrinking 
from  the  love  of  free  inquiry,  of  free  action, 
of  daring  adventure,  which  was  to  be  the  real 
informing  spirit  of  the  great  British  natien  ; 
abhorring  the  Puritans — that  is  to  say,  one- 
third  of  his  subjects — in  whose  harsh  but  lofty 
nature  he  felt  instinctively  that  popular  free- 
dom was  unfolded — even  as  the  overshadowing 
tree  in  tho  rigid  husk — and  sending  them  forth 
into  the  far  distant  wilderness  to  wrestle  with 
savages  more  ferocious  than  beasts  ;  fearing 
and  hating  the  Catholics  as  the  sworn  enemies 
of  his  realm,  his  race  and  himself,  trampling 
on  them  as  much  as  he  dared,  forcing  them 
into  hypocrisy  to  save  themselves  from  per- 
secution or  at  least  pecuniary  ruin,  if  they 
would  worship  God  according  to  their  con- 
science,  at  deadly  feud,  therefore,  on  religi- 
ous grounds,  with  much  more  than  half  his 
subjects — Puritans  or  Papists— and  yet  himself 
a  Puritan  in  dogma  and  a  Papist  in  church 
government,  if  only  the  King  could  be  Pope, 
not  knowing,  indeed. whether  a  Papist-Puritan, 
should  be  deemed  the  more  disgusting  or  dan 
gerous  animal ;  already  preparing  for  his  un- 
fortunate successor  a  path  to  the  scaffold,  by 
employing  all  the  pedantry,  both  theological 
and  philosophical,  at  his  command  to  bring 
parliaments  into  contempt  and  to  place  the 
royal  prerogative  on  a  level  with  Divinity  ,  at 
the  head  of  a  most  martial,  dauntless,  and 
practical  nation,  trembling  with  unfortunate 
physical  timidity  at  the  sight  ol  a  drawn 
sword:  ever  scribbling  or  haranguing  in  Lat- 
in, French  or  broad  Scotch,  when  the  world 
w;is  arming,  it  must  always  be  a  special  wou 
der  that  one  who  might  have  been  a  respecta- 
ble even  a  useful  pedagogue,  should,  by  the 
caprice  of  destiny,  have  been  permitted,  ex- 
actly at  the  epoch,  to  be  one  of  the  most  eo*V 
temptible  and  mischievous  of  kings.

There  was  indeed  a  new  sovereign  upon  the 
throne.  That  most  regal  spirit  which  had 
well  expressed  so  many  of  tho  highest  char- 
acteristics of  the  nation  had  fled.  Mankind 
has  long  been  familliar  with  the  dark,  closing 
hours  of  the  illustrious  reign.  The  great 
queen,  moody,  despairing,  dying,  wrapped  in 
the  profoundest  thought,  with  eyes  fixed  upon 
the  ground  or  already  gazing  into  infinity, 
was  besought  by  the  counsellors  around  her 
to  name  the  man  to  whom  she  chose  that  the 
crown  should  devolve. 

"Not  to  a  Rough  "  said  Elizabeth  senten- 
tiously  and  grimly. 

When  the  King  of  France  was  named,  she 
shook  her  head.  When  Phillip  III.  was  sug- 
gested, she  made  a  still  more  significant  sign 
of  dissent.  When  the  King  of  Scots  was  men 
tioned.  she  nodded  her  approval,  and  again 
relapsed  into  silent  meditation. 

She  died  and  .fames  was  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland.  Cecil  had  become  his 
prime  minister  long  before  the  queen's  eyes 
were  ciosed.  The  hardfeatured,  ricketty, 
fidgetty,  shambling,  learned,  most  preposter- 
ous Scotchman  hastened  to  take  possession 
of  the  throne.  Never  conld  there  have  been 
a  more  unfit  place  or  unfit  hour  for  such  a 
man. 

England,  although  so  small  in  dimensions, 
so  meagre  in  population,  sndeficient.  compar- 
ed to  the  leading  nations  of  Europe,  in  ma- 
terial and  GnaJMHsJ  strength,  had  already 
her  great  future  swellling  in  her  heart.  In- 
tellectually and  morally  she  was  taking  the 
lead  among  the  nations  Even  at  that  day 
she  had  produced  much  which  neither  she 
herself  nor  any  other  nation  seemed  destin- 
ed to  surpass. 

Yet  this  very  redoubtable  folk  only  num- 
bered about  three  millions,  one-tenth  of  them 
inhabiting  London.  With  the  Scots  and  Irish 
added,  they  amounted  to  less  than  five  mil- 
lion of  souls,  hardly  a  third  as  many  as  the 
homogeneous  and  martial  people  of  that  dan- 
gerous neighbor.  France. 

Ireland  was  always  rebellious  ,  a  mere  con- 
quered province,  hating  her  tyrant  England's 
laws,  religion  and  people:  loving  Spain,  and 
believing  herself  closely  allied  by  blood  as 
well  as  sympathy  to  that  most  Catholic  land 
Scotland,  on  the  accession  of  James,  hast- 
ened to  take  possession  of  England.  Never 
in  history  had  two  races  detested  each  other 
more  fervently  :  The  leeches  and  locusts  of 
the  north,  as  they  were  universally  designat- 
ed in  England  would  soon  have  swept  forth 
from  the  country,  or  have  left  it  of  their  own 
accord,  had  not  the  king  employed  all  he  had 
of  royal  authority  or  of  eloquent  persuasion 
to  retain  them  on  the  soil.  Of  union,  save 
the  personal  union  of  the  sceptre,  there  was 
no  thought.  As  in  Ireland  there  was  hatred 
to  England  and  adoration  to  Spain,  so  in  Scot- 
land. France  was  beloved  quite  as  much  as 
Vandykes  look  very  |  England  was  abhorred.  Who  could  have  fore- 
told, or  even  hoped  that  atoms  so  mutually 
repulsive  would  ever  have  coalesced  into  a 
sympathetic  and  indissoluble  whole? 

Even  the  virtues  of  James  were  his  worst 
enemies.  As  generous  as  the  day.  he  gave 
away  with  reckless  profusion  anything  and 
everything  that  he  could  lay  his  hands  on. 
It  was  soon  to  appear  that  the  great  queen's 
most  unlovely  characteristic,  her  avarice,  was 
a  more  blessed  quality  to  the  nation  she  ruled 
than  the  reckless  prodigality  of  James. 

Two  thousand  gowns  of  the  most  expensive 
material,  adorned  with  gold,  pearl  and  other 
finery — for  Elizabeth  was  very  generous  to 
herself— were  found  in  the  queen's  wardrobe 
after  death.  These  magnificent  and  costly 
robes,  not  one  of  which  had  she  vouchsafed  to 
bestow  upon  or  to  bequeath  to  any  of  her  la- 
dies of  honor,  were  now  presented  by  her  suc- 
cessor to  a  needy  Scotch  lord,  who  certainly 
did  not  intend  to  adorn  his  own  person  there- 
with. "The  hat  was  ever  held  ont,"  said  a 
splenetic  observer,  "and  it  was  filled  in  over- 
flowing measure  by  the  new  monarch. 

In  a  very  short  period  he  had  given  away — 
mainly  to  Scotchmen — at  least  two  millions 
of  crowns,  in  various  articles  of  personal  prop- 
erty.   Yet  England  was  very  poor. 

The  empire,  if  so  it  could  be  called,  hardly

Julia  Dean  died  at  her  residence  \m  K*W 
York  City  on  Friday  the  7th  inst.  She  was 
one  of  the  most  gifted  actresses  on  the  Ameri- 
can stage.  Her  loss  will  be  deeply  felt 
throughout  the  country,  but  nowhere  more 
than  in  Louisville,  for  it  was  here  that 
she  achieved  her  most  brilliant  histrionic 
triumphs. 

She  sprung  from  a  race  of  actors,  and  was 
brought  up,  as  it  were,  in  the  very  atmosphere 
of  the  theatre.  Her  mother.  Julia  Drnko.  was 
not  only  a  fine  actress,  but  a  lady  of  the 
rarest  personal  beauty  and  of  the  most  supe- 
rior scholastic  attainments 

Julia  Drake  married  the  first  time  Mr.  Fos- 
dick,  the  father  of  the  celebrated  poet  and 
author,  W.  Fosdick.  Her  second  marriage 
was  with  Mr.  Dean,  of  Buffalo,  Y.  Y.,  where 
the  subject  of  our  article  was  born. 

Mr.  Dean  removed  to  Cincinnati  and  leased 
the  Metropolitan  Theatre.  It  was  at  this  thea- 
tre that  Julia  Dean  first  made  her  appearance 
as  an  actress.  We  do  not  remember  the 
character  she  personated  on  that  occasion, 
but  it  must  have  been  some  juvenile  part,  for 
she  was  then  very  young.  Her  success  was 
such  as  to  make  the  most  skeptical  pre- 
dict for  her  a  brilliant  career  of  histrionic 
fame. 

A  few  years  later  she  became  one  of  our 
most  brilliant  theatrical  stars.  She  went  to 
Europe,  and  was  admired  there  fully  as  much 
as  at  home.  She  aimed  at  the  highest  stand- 
ard of  artistic  perfection.  In  the  char- 
acters of  Bianco,  Portia,  Adrienne.  nermi- 
one,  and  Juliet,  she  was  almost  without  a 
rival. 

In  person  she  was  tall  and  commanding. 
Her  head  was  nobly  formed  and  rested  proud- 
ly upon  her  shoulders.  Her  features  were 
regular  and  classical.  Her  complexion  was 
smooth,  clear,  and  delicate.  Her  eyes  were 
of  a  dark  grey  color,  but  were  lustrous  and 
full  of  strange  intelligence — "deep  searching, 
seen,  and  seeing  from  afar."  Her  voice  was 
not  only  rich  and  musical,  but  of  great  power 
and  compass,  and  of  wondrous  flexioility. 
All  her  gestures  and  movements  bespoke  dig- 
nity, grace,  and  elegance.  She  appeared  to 
know  the  stage  by  intuition.  Her  attitudes 
glided  into  one  another  so  harmoniously  that 
she  seemed  to  go  about  making  ''statues  all 
over  the  stage." 

There  was  no  character,  however  difficult, 
that  she  could  not  master.  Nothing  seemed 
outside  of  the  reach  of  her  splendid  gemma 
She  was  equally  successful  in  delineating  the 
childish  simplicity  of  Miranda  and  the  lofty 
and  impassioned  grief  of  Hermioue.  In  the 
last  named  character  she  has  often  been  com- 
pared with  Rachel.  On  the  stage  these  two 
great  artists  resembled  one  another  to  a  re 
raarkable  degree  Any  one  who  has  ever 
seen  Rachel  can  form  a  tolerable  idea  of  the 
appearance  of  Julia  Dean.  The  latter,  of 
course,  was  infinitely  more  beautiful,  and  was 
taller  in  stature  Some  of  our  leading  critics 
have  also  traced  a  resemblance  in  the  acting 
of  these  two  gifted  women  We  are  not  pre- 
pared to  draw  a  comparison  between  them 
We  know  that  both  of  them  despised  eveiy- 
thing  that  was  studied  or  artificial,  and  that 
naturalness  was  their  chiefest  excellence. 
The  first  time  we  saw  Julia  Dean  she  was 
about  twenty-three  years  of  age.  Her  ge- 
nius was  then  in  the  fullness  of  its  splendor. 
The  theatre  was  crowded  to  its  utmost  capa- 
city. We  had  heard  so  much  of  her  splendid 
talent  that  we  felt  no  little  curiosity  lo  sec 
her.  The  play  chosen  was  Romeo  and  Juliet 
It  seemed  that  it  would  never  begin,  but  the 
curtain  rose  at  last.  The  first  scene  of  the 
tragedy  dragged  heavily.  Even  the  beautiful 
speeches  of  the  brave  and  gentle  Romeo,  and 
the  gallant  and  volatile  Mercutio  failed  to 
attract  attention,  but  when  Juliet  appeared  a 
burst  of  tumultuous  applause  rang  through  the 
entire  building.  The  first  word  she  uttered 
chained  our  attention,  and  held  us  spell- 
bound to  the  last  act  of  the  fatal  drama.  She 
seemed  to  move  through  the  atmosphere  of 
hatred  and  deceit  by  which  she  was  surround- 
ed like  a  breath  of  summer — a  glimpse  of  sun- 
shine. Her  Juliet  was  no  love-sick  maiden, 
full  of  strange  conceit  and  whimsical  fancies, 
but  a  sublime  impersonation  of  all  that  is 
kind,  and  gentle,  and  noble,  and  tender,  and 
true,  and  pure,  and  holy  in  woman  She  did 
not  aet  the  character,  she  looked  it,  breathed 
it,  personated  it. 

We  were  deeply  impressed  with  the  truth 
of  Lessing's  remark  about  this  tragedy  He 
said  that  it  was  the  only  play  which  "  love 
itself  seemed  to  elaborate.'  We  know  that 
Juliet  had  given  up  every  thing  for  love;  that 
her  heart  had  learned  heroism  through  grief 
and  disappointment.  To  have  seen  Julia 
Dean  in  this  character  formed  an  epoch  in 
one's  existence.  She  was  often  praised  for 
her  delineation  of  other  characters,  but  this 
was  certainly  her  greatest.  She  seemed  to 
have  made  it  peculiarly  her  own.  In  the 
last  few  years  she  portrayed  Wilkie  Collins' 
abominable  "  Woman  in  White,"  bnt  her 
poetic  nature  was  but  little  adapted  to  such  a 
sensational  creation.  She  was  fitted  for 
something  better.  We  were  sorry  to  hear 
that  she  had  added  to  it  her  role.  The  play 
did  not  deserve  to  be  so  honored. 

Julia  Dean  married  twice ;  the  first  time  to 
Dr.  Hayne.  (son  or  nephew  of  Senator  Hayne, 
of  South  Carolina)  This  marriage  was  an 
unhappy  one.  Domestic  discord  soon  ensued, 
which  ended  in  separation  and  divorce.  The 
treatment  she  received  from  her  husband  is 
said  to  have  tinged  with  irremediable  sorrow 
the  whole  of  her  after  life 

Of  later  years  she  has  appeared  but  seldom 
on  the  stage.  Trouble  and  ill-health  had  al- 
most broken  her  spirit;  and  her  acting  be- 
came fitful  and  capricious.  It  is  true  that  the 
delicacy  and  beauty  of  her  statuesque  style 
still  remained,  but  the  power  and  grandeur  of

He  was  a  member  of 
the  Missouri  Legislature,  and,  ye  gods,  how 
he  howled  in  behalf  of  Democracy,  slavery, 
and  James  Buchanan.  1  have  heard  some  of 
his  denunciations  of  the  Democratic  party 
this  winter,  and  I  would  be  almost  willing  to 
swear  they  are,  mutatis;  mutandis,  the  speech 
es  he  used  to  make  again3t  the  Aholitioni.-t 
He  has  simply  drawn  his  pen  through  "Abo 
lition "  and  inserted  "  Democratic,"  where  it 
occurs  before  "party,  '  and  put  in  a  few  ad- 
ditional howls  to  make  his  oratory  redh  n  t'  .i 
the  occasion.  In  1800  he  used  to  tell  his 
hearers  that  every  abolitionist  was  a  seces- 
sionist and  disunionist.  I  have  heard  him 
say  so  a  hundred  times,  I  think.  Now  he  says 
every  Democrat  is  a  rebel  and  a  traitor. 
He  forgets  to  mention  where  he  was  when  the 
Democratic  party  was  in  its  "transition 
state  from  its  patriotism  of  former  days  to  its 
treason  of  to-day.  A  strict  examination  of 
his  record  will  show  a  singular  sort  of  coinci- 
dence between  his  change  of  politics  and  the 
Federal  occupation  of  St.  Louis. 

Since  Drake's  accession  to  the  Senate,  he 
has  been  gradually  on  the  decline  as  to  posi- 
tion and  influence  in  the  Radical  party  He 
made  the  serious  mistake  of  thinking  that 
cause  he  had  been  a  1  leading  man  in  St 
Louis  politics,  he  could  lead  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States,  nnd  by  putting  this  mistake 
into  practical  operation,  he  soon  destroyed 
the  influence  and  prestige  with  which  he  came 
here.  He  had  only  been  here  a  week  when  he 
lectured  Senntor  Wilson  as  a  "  Conservative 
Radical  "  Wilson  was  utterly  amazed  at  the 
newly-fledged  Senator  from  Missouri.  It  was 
such  an  unprecedented  thing  for  a  man  who 
had  just  entered  the  Senate  to  get  up  and  de 
liver  himself  of  such  a  piece  of  his  mind  to 
one  on  the  same  side  of  the  chamber,  that  all 
who  heard  it.  both  Democrats  and  Republi- 
cans, smiled  as  at  a  splendid  joke.  T'.iat 
afternoon,  1  met  Wilson,  and  told  him  to  look 
at  the  journal  of  the  Missouri  Legislature  for 
January,  1800,  and  he  would  find  a  little  of 
Drake's  Conservative  Radicalism.  He  went 
straightway  for  the  book  and  found  the  place 
to  which  I  had  directed  him.  "  What  V  said 
he,  the  next  day,  in  private  conversation,  "  Is 
that  the  kind  of  man  to  come  here  and  lecture 
me?"  Wilson  is  not  a  swearing  man  :  but  if 
he  had  Heen  I  know  he  would  have  added, 
"d — n  his  impudence,"  for  I  saw  that  he 
felt  it.  He  said  he  would  "  remember  that 
record,"  and  use  it,  in  the  event  of  Mr 
Drake's  second  appearance  in  the  character 
of  Mrs.  Caudle. 

Mr.  Drake's  personal  appearance  is  that  of 
a  crooked  little  man,  of  nearly  fifty,  with  a 
closely  cut,  greyish  beard,  and  short,  dark, 
curly  hair,  a  low  forehead,  a  sharp  nose,  and 
a  pair  of  deeply-sunken  grey  eyes.  His  voice 
is  loud,  harsh,  and  unpleasant,  with  a  slight 
lisp,  which  often  impairs  his  ortbeopy.  His 
manner  of  address  is  always  demonstrative 
and  gesticnlatory,  but  never  impressive.  He 
speaks  on  very  slight  provocation,  and  ha-, 
already  earned  a  reputation  like  that  of  Cat- 
ret  Davis,  for  general  and  artesian  borousness. 
He  has  lost,  on  this  account,  much  of  the 
iufluence  which  he  has  talents  enough,  in 
other  respects,  to  command.  He  has  reached 
the  end  of  his  tether  as  a  public  man 
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The  Smith* 

John  Smith — plain  John  Smith, — is  so  very 
high  sounding ;  it  does  not  suggest  aristocra- 
cy; it  is  not  the  name  of  any  hero  in  die 
away  novels  ;and  yet  it  is  good,  strong  and 
honest.  Transferred  to  other  language., 
seems  to  climb  the  ladder  of  respectability. 
Thus,  in  Latin  it  is,  Johannes  Smithus:  the 
Italian  smoothes  it  off  into  Giovanni  Smithi 
the  Dutchman  adopts  it  as  Pans  Schmidt;  the 
Frenchman  flattens  it  out  into  Jean  Smeet? 
and  the  Russian  sneezes  and  barks  Jonlnff 
Smittowski.  When  John  Smith  gets  into  the 
tea  trade  at  Canton,  he  becomes  John  Shim- 
mit  ;  it  he  clambers  about  Mount  Hecla.  the 
Icelanders  say  he  is  Jahne  Smithson;  if  he 
trades  among  the  Tuscaroras,  he  becomes 
Ton  Q  \  Smittia;  in  Poland  he  is  known  as 
Ivan  Schmitteweiski ;  should  he  wander 
among  the  Welsh  mountains,  they  talk  of 
Jih  m  Schmidd  ;  when  he  goes  to  Mexico,  he 
is  booked  Jonth  E  Smitti ;  if  of  classic  turn 
he  lingers  among  the  Greek  ruins,  he  turns 
to  Ton  Smikton,  and  in  Turkey,  he  is  utterly 
disguised  as  Yee  Seef.

It  is  uot  even  the  custom  to  study  the  in- 
terests of  the  party  as  a  whole,  but  merely 
of  eertaiu  riugs  within  the  parly,  aud  all 
outsiders  are  as  promptly  aud  as  fiercely 
ostracised  as  though  they  belonged  to  au 
opposiug  organization.  It  is  uot  the  ob- 
ject of  these  cliques  and  riugs  to  select  the 
best  men  of  the  parly  to  fill  the  office-  for 
the  good  of  the  public,  but  to  appropriate 
the  offices  to  the  support  of  the  broken 
dowu.  paujicr  members  of  the  cliques  and 
rings  whose  sole  merit  consists  iu  the  fact 
that  they  are  unable  to  make  their  bread 
without  assistance  fiom  a  petty  office,  and 
that  they  have  squaudered  their  best  ener- 
gies in  furthering  the  corrupt  intrigues  aud 
bargainings  of  the  cliques  to  which  they  be- 
long. Some  would  a«k,  how  can  these 
thiugs  be  done.  The  auswer  is  simple. 
These  self-constituted  leaders  make  up  iu 
impudence  aud  cunning  what  they  lack  in 
braius  and  patriotism.  They  push  for- 
ward, rush  iu  and  manage  to  get  oue  of 
themselves  in  the  chair,  a  resolution  is 
forced  through  authorizing  the  chairman 
to  appoint  the  delegates,  ouly  such  men 
are  appointed  as  will  carry  out  the  will  of 
the  clique  according  to  the  bargains  pre- 
viously made,  aud  thus  the  whole  matter  is 
fixed.  If  any  one  opposes  this  precipitate 
maimer  of  acting,  he  is  treated  as  a  disor- 
ganize, the  chairman  rules  him  out  of  or- 
der, and  his  quietus  is  soon  given  iu  a 
mode  as  summary  as  it  is  effectual.  Kvery- 
thiug  is  carried  through  by  a  dozen  or  so 
of  men,  the  great  bulk  of  those  who  have 
the  right  to  vote  quietly  submitting  to  the 
jugglery  passing  on  uuder  their  noses  ; — 
and  subiuittiup.  not  because  they  approve 
of  the  proceedings  or  are  in  iguorauee  of 
the  corruption  that  prompts  them,  but 
simply  from  an  unvvilliugness  to  be  forward 
or  conspicuous,  aud  reluctant  to  eucouu- 
ter  the  auimosity  of  the  cliques,  who  are  as 
malignant  as  they  are  unscrupulous.  Thus 
a  Convention  that  fairly  expresses  the  will 
of  the  party  in  whose  interest  it  is  supposed 
to  be  held  is  au  exception  rather  than  the 
rub .  The  people  have  no  more  really  to 
do  with  their  action  than  they  have  a 
familiar  acquaintance  with  the  man  in  the 
moon.  They  are  held  for  the  purpose  of 
stiffing  rather  than  expressing  the  popular 
will.  They  are  a  uuisance  aud  an  evil  and 
ought  to  be  abated.  They  encourage  cor- 
ruption and  knavery  and  ought  to  be  sup- 
pressed. Foisting  unfit  men  into  offices, 
they  are  a  public  injury,  aud  the  people 
should  rise  agaiust  them. 

But  it  may  be  desirable  iu  some  instan- 
ces to  make  political  tests  iu  selecting  can- 
didates for  local  offices.  Whether  or  not 
it  is  desirable  in  any  case,  the  people  are 

,  certain  to  make  such  a  test  in  every  case.

( >u  Friday,  the  Seuatejmet  as  a  Court 
of  Impeachment  in  the  case  of  the  Presi- 
dent. Chief  Justice  Chase  presided.  The 
return  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the 
summons  served  upon  President  Johnson 
was  re, ol,  and  the  counsel  of  the  President, 
Kenan.  Stanbeuv,  Ci:btis,  Nelson, 
Black  aud  BTAMM,  were  notified  of  the 
commencement  of  proceedings.  The 
counsel  a<ked  a  reasonable  time  to  prepare 
for  the  defense — forty  days— which  was  re- 
sisted by  the  managers  of  the  impeach- 
ment on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives The  Chief  Justice  was  about  to 
put  tlm  questiou  on  Mr.  Stanbeby's  mo- 
tion, when  Mr.  Khmi  NDs)  offerod  an  order 
that  April  1st.  be  the  day  appointed  for 
the  filing  of  the  President's  answer;  that 
within  three  days  thereafter  the  managers 
file  the  application  :  and  that  on  the  Gth  of 
April  the  t rial  proceed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morton,  at  2  o'clock 
the  Senate  retired  for  consultation. 

At  4:10  the  Seuate  returned  to  their 
chamber  aud  the  court  reassembled.  The 
Chief  Jeetioi  aimouucod  that  the  motion 
uuder  consideration  had  been  overruled, 
aud  au  order  was  entered  that  the  Presi- 
dent be  required  to  file  his  auswer  on  Mon- 
day, the  Shi  of  March. 

Mr.  Ringham  offered  an  order,  that  on 
the  liline  of  application  by  the  manager--, 
the  trial  proceed  forthwith. 

The  Chief  Justice  submitted  the  order 
to  the  Senate,  and  on  the  question  of  adop- 
tion the  yeas  and  uays  were  taken,  result- 
ing twenty-five  votes  in  the  affirmative, 
and  twenty-six  in  the  negative.

The  people  want  uo  ain- 
bidextious  preslidii;itatiug  in  the  selection 
of  candidates,  and  they  have  it  iu  their 
power  to  prevent  it.  Let  them  insist  on  a 
pete  upon  the  question.  It  ij  the  only 
mod*  iu  which  tb.y  have  the  slightest  | 
chain  e  of  hav  iug  their  w  ishes  and  prefer- 
ences respected.  The  system  of  primary 
election-,  \sill  soon  be  general  iu  Ken- 
tucky, and  the  Democracy  ol  Ma -on  had 
as  well  adopt  it  now  as  a  year  hence. 


The  actions  of  the  Radicals  admit  the 
illegality  and  uuconstilutionality  of  their 
measures.  They  are  unwilliiiir  that  those 
measures  shall  be  tested  by  the  Supreme 
Court  iu  the  lqdit  of  the  Constitution,  the 
supreme  law  of  the  land.  The  President 
has  been  impeached,  and  will  be  tried  and 
convicted  and  deposed  from  office  for  no 
other  offense  than  that  of  taking  steps  to 
test  the  constitutionality  of  the  Teuure-of- 
office-bill — which  robbed  him  of  his  consti- 
tutional prerogative:-,  which  had  been  exer- 
cised by  all  his  predecessors  without  ques- 
tion or  cavil.  As  a  part  of  the  conspiracy 
against  law,  ticueral  (Jrant  forfeited  his 
pledge  to  the  President  and  gave  up  the 
War  Office  to  Stanton  rather  than  enable 
his  superior  thus  to  bring  the  subject 
before  the  Courts.  A  Radical  Judge  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  refused  to  hold 
Geueral  Thomas,  though  he  decliued  to 
give  bail,  rather  than  open  a  ease  in  which 
the  constitutionality  of  this  infamous 
measure  might  be  decided  upon.  And  ou 
Thursday,  the  proposition  to  deprive  the 
Supreme  Court  of  apellate  jurisdiction  in 
cases  arising  under  the  Reconstruction 
Acts  was  smuggled  into  a  pondiug  bill 
and  forced  through  both  branches  of  Con- 
gress. The  bill  was  sent  to  the  President 
on  Friday,  and  if  it  shall  be  passed  over 
his  veto,  as  it  certainly  will  be,  by  the  des- 
l»trate  revolutionists  who  rulo  in  both 
Senate  and  House,  it  will  throw  the  Mi  - 
Carole  and  all  other  similar  eases  out  of 
Court.  Thus  is  Congress  recklessly  usurp- 
ing not  only  all  the  powers  of  the  Federal 
Uoveruuieut,  hut  more  despotic  authority 
thau  is  exercised  by  auy  constitutional 
monarchy  of  the  old  world.  In  a  few 
years  Turkey  will  be  a  Paradise  of  liberty 
compared  to  the  United  States  uuder 
Radical  rule. 


Four  members  of  the  Kentucky  delegation 
to  the  National  Democratic  Convention  held 
commissions  in  the  rebel  array,  and  one  of 
them  was  a  member  of  the  Confederate  Con- 
gress. 

The  above  is  going  the  rounds  of  the 
Radical  press  in  the  North,  and  it  will  do 
an  injury  to  the  Democratic  cause.  Of 
course  it  will  jiot  prevent  any  Democrat 
from"voting  for  his  party  candidates,  but  it 
will  keep  aloof  a  good  many  moderate  Re- 
publicans, whose  assistence  is  essential  to 
Democratic  success.  In  selecting  mem- 
bers of  the  Southern  States  for  places  on 
the  National  Democratic  Executive  Com- 
mittee only  Cniou  men  were  chosen.  It 
would  have  been  better  for  the  cause  had 
the  Fraukfort  Conventiou  consulted  to 
some  extent  the  prejudices  of  the  people 
among  whom  the  battle  lor  Southern  res- 
toration must  be  fought.  We  regret  this 
blunder,  but  we  had  no  power  to  help  it. 
We  confess  that  in  selecting  delegates  to 
the  Natioual  Convention  we  would  have 
consulted  tho  necessities  of  the  situation, 
rather  than  the  pride  ot  individuals.  But 
of  course  we  have  no  influence  with  the 
Kentucky  concern,  with  whom  the  re- 
sponsibility rests. 

The  credentials  of  Mr.  Vick£R3,  the  re- 
cently elected  Senator  from  Maryland, 
were  presented  on  Monday,  9th.  Reverdy 
Johnson  asked  that  he  be  sworn  in.  The 
Maryland  Legislature  having  shown  its 
good  sense  by  the  election  of  a  man  of  un- 
doubted loyalty,  the  Radicals  were  puzzled 
to  find  a  reason  for  opposing  his  admission; 
but  the  difficulty  was  overcome  by  Scm- 
NER,  who  asked  that  the  credentials  of 
Mr.  VlcKEns  be  referred  to  the  Judiciary 
Committee,  with  instructions  to  inquire 
whether  the  Government  of  Maryland  is 
sufficiently  republican  iu  form  to  allow  her 
to  send  a  Senator  to  Congress.  This 
would  have  uccessitated  the  expulsion  of 
Reverdy  Johnson  on  the  same  ground. 
And  Mr.  Conn  ess,  oft  'alifornia,  i  nt  i  mated 
that  tint  State  might  be  denied  represen- 
tation  iu  the  Seuato  for  the  same  reasou. 
Scmner  withdrew  his  resolution,  and  Mr. 
VlrK ERS  was  sworn  in.  The  Legislature 
of  Maryland  have  shown  good  sense  in  their 
action  in  this  matter. 

The  New  York  Democratic  State  Con- 
vention met  at  Albany  on  Wednesday. 
The  Committee  on  Resolutions  expressed 
a  preference  for  Horatio  Seymour  for 
President.  The  delegates  to  the  National 
Convention  were  instructed  to  vote  as  a 
unit  iu  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the 
majority  of  the  delegation.  Gov.  Seymour 
addressed  the  Convention  approving  the 
National  Bank  system,  and  favoring  the 
taxation  of  Government  bonds.  He  op- 
posed repudiation  iu  any  form.  On  the 
question  of  paying  the  bondholders  iu 
greenbacks,  he  thought  it  not  a  present  is- 
sue, as  it  will  not  become  a  practical  ques- 
tion during  this  generation.  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  Democracy,  in  his  opinion,  to  so  di- 
rect the  policy  of  the  nation  that  green- 
backs will  be  equivalent  to  gold.  He  was 
warmly  applauded,  and  made  oue  of  the 
delegates  for  the  State  at  large  to  the  Na- 
tional Convention. 


The  New  Hampshire  election  on  Tues- 
day is  an  inauspicious  omeu.  The  llepub 
Means  have  not  beeu  defeated.  Their  ma- 
jority ha.s  not  even  beeu  reduced.

I:>  Lincoln  County,  Tennessee,  the  Nash- 
ville papers  say,  there  is  a  well-developed 
white  child,  ten  years  old,  which  has  a  third 
arm  growing  from  its  back,  betweeu  the  shoul- 
ders.

The  I'nited  States  troops  of  Fort  Lyon  are 
out  fighting  horse  thieves,  two  hundred  and 
fifty  of  whom  are  fortified  twelve  miles  below 
Trinidad. and  defy  the  world.

Imrj  v  I .  Mini  ISJSMS. 

The  question,  whether  an  act  repugnant  t<> 
the  Constitution  c  an  become  the  law  of  the 
land,  is  a  question  deeply  interesting  to  the 
l  uited  States;  but,  happily,  not  of  an  intri 
cacy  proportioned  to  the  interest.  It  OBCOM 
only  necessary  to  recognize  certain  princi- 
ples, supposed  to  have  MM  long  and  well- 
established  to  decide  it. 

Thai  the  people  have  an  original  right  to 
establish,  for  their  future  government,  such 
principles  as,  in  their  opinion,  shall  most  con- 
duce to  their  own  happiness,  is  the  basis  on 
which  the  whole  American  fabric  has  been 
erected.  The  exercise  of  this  original  right 
is  a  very  great  exertion  ;  nor  can  it  nor  ought 
it  to  be  frequently  repeated.  The  principles, 
therefore,  so  established,  are  deemed  funda- 
mental. And  as  the  authority  from  which 
they  proceed  is  supreme,  and  can  seldom  act, 
they  are  designed  to  be  permanent. 

'Ihe  original  and  supreme  will  organizes 
the  government,  and  assigns  to  different 
departments  their  respective  powers.  It 
may  either  stop  here,  or  establish  certain 
limits  not  to  be  transcended  by  those  depart- 
ments. 

The  government  of  the  United  States  is  of 
the  latter  description.  The  powers  of  the 
Legislature  are  defined  and  limited,  and  that 
those  limits  may  not  be  mistaken  or  forgotten 
the  Constitution  is  written.  To  what  purpose 
are  powers  limited,  and  to  what  purpose  is 
that  limitation  committed  to  writing,  it  these 
limits  may,  at  any  time,  be  passed  by  those 
intended  to  be  restrained  ?  The  distinction 
between  a  government  with  limited  and  un- 
limited powers  is  abolished,  if  those  limits 
do  not  confine  the  persons  on  whom  they  are 
imposed,  and  if  acts  prohibited  and  acts  al- 
lowed, are  of  equal  obligation.  It  is  a  propo- 
sition too  plain  to  be  contested,  that  the  Con- 
stitution controls  any  legislative  act  repug- 
nant to  it ;  or,  that  the  Legislature  may  alter 
the  Constitution  by  an  ordinary  act. 

Between  these  alternatives  there  is  no  mid- 
dle ground.  The  Constitution  is  either  a  su- 
perior paramount  law,  unchangeable  by  ordi- 
nary means,  or  it  is  only  level  with  ordinary 
legislative  acts,  and  like  otner  acts,  is  alter- 
able when  the  Legislature  shall  please  to 
alter  it. 

If  the  former  part  of  the  alternative  be  true, 
then  a  Legislative  act  contrary  to  the  Co— ti 
two  is  not  law;  if  the  latter  part  be  true,  then 
written  constitutions  are  absurd  attempts  on 
the  part  of  the  people  to  limit  a  power  in  its 
own  nature  illimitable. 

Certainly  all  those  who  have  framed  writ- 
ten const  itutions  contemplate  them  as  forming 
the  fundamental  and  paramount  law  of  the 
nation,  and.  consequently,  the  theory  of  every 
such  government  must  be  that  an  act  of  the 
Legislature,  repugnant  to  the  Constitution,  is 
void. 

This  theory  is  essentially  attached  to  a  writ- 
ten Constitution,  and  is  consequently  to  be 
considered,  by  this  Court,  as  one  of  the  fun- 
damental principles  of  our  society.  It  is  not, 
therefore,  to  be  lost  sight  of  in  the  further 
consideration  of  this  subject. 

If  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  repugnant  to 
the  Constitution,  is  void,  does  it,  notwithstand- 
ing its  invalidity,  bind  the  Courts,  and  oblige 
them  to  give  effect?  Or,  in  other  words, 
though  it  be  no  law,  does  it  constitute  a  rule 
as  operative  as  if  it  were  a  law  ?  This  would 
be  to  overthrow  in  fact  what  was  established 
in  theory;  nnd  would  seem,  at  first  view,  an 
absurdity  too  gross  to  be  insisted  on.  It  shall, 
however,  receive  a  more  attentive  considera- 
tion. 

It  is  emphatically  the  province  and  duty  of 
the  judicial  department  to  say  what  the  law 
is.  Those  who  apply  the  rule  to  particular 
cases,  must  of  necessity  expound  and  inter- 
pret that  rule.  If  two  laws  conflict  with  each 
other,  the  Courts  must  decide  on  the  opera- 
tion of  each. 

So  if  a  law  be  in  opposition  to  the  Consti 
tution,  if  both  the  law  and  the  Constitution 
apply  to  a  particular  case,  so  that  the  Court 
must  either  decide  that  case  conformably  to 
the  Constitution,  disregarding  the  law,  tin- 
Court  must  determine  which  of  these  conflict- 
i  ng  rules  govern  the  case.  This  is  of  the  very 
essence  of  judicial  duty. 

If,  then,  the  courts  are  to  regard  the  Con- 
stitution, and  the  Constitution  is  superior  to 
any  ordinary  act  of  the  Legislature,  the  Con- 
stitution, and  not  such  ordinary  act,  must 
govern  the  case  to  which  they  both  apply. 

Those,  then,  who  controvert  the  principle 
that  the  Constitution  is  to  be  considered,  in 
court,  as  a  paramount  law,  are  reduced  to  the 
necessity  of  maintaining  that  courts  must 
close  their  eyes  ou  the  Constitution  and  see 
only  the  law. 

This  doctrine  would  subvert  the  very  foun- 
dation of  all  written  constitutions.  It  would 
declare  that  an  act  which,  according  to  the 
principles  and  theory  of  our  government,  is 
entirely  void,  is  yet.  in  practice,  completely 
obligatory.  It  would  declare  that  if  the  Leg- 
islature shall  do  what  is  expressly  forbidden, 
such  act,  notwithstanding  the  express  prohi- 
bition, is  in  reality  effectual.  It  would  be 
giving  to  the  legislature  a  practical  nnd 
real  omnipotence,  with  the  same  breath  which 
professes  to  restrict  their  powers  within  nar- 
row limits.  It  is  prescribing  limits,  and  de- 
claring that  those  limits  may  be  passed  at 
pleasure. 

That  it  thus  reduces  to  nothing  what  we 
have  deemed  the  greatest  improvement  on 
political  institutions,  a  written  constitution, 
would  of  itself  be  sufficient,  in  America,  where 
written  constitutions  have  been  viewed  with 
so  much  reverence,  for  rejecting  the  con- 
struction.' But  the  peculiar  expressions 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  L'nited  States 
furnish  additional  arguments  in  favor  of  its 
rejection 

The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  is 
extended  to  all  cases  nrising  under  the  Con- 
stitution. 

Could  it  be  the  intention  ef  those  who  gave 
this  power,  to  say  that  in  using  it,  the  Consti- 
tution should  not  be  looked  into  "'  That  a 
case  arising  under  the  Constitution  should  be 
decided  without  examining  the  instrument 
under  which  it  arises? 

This  is  too  extravagant  to  be  maintained. 

In  some  cases,  then,  the  Constitution  must 
be  looked  into  by  the  judges.  And  if  they 
can  open  it  at  all,  what  part  of  it  are  they 
forbidden  to  read  or  obey  ? 

There  are  many  other  parts  of  the  Con- 
stitution which  serve  to  illustrate  this  sub- 
ject. 

It  is  declared  that  "  no  tax  or  duty  shall  be 
laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  State."  Sup- 
pose a  duty  on  the  export  of  cotton,  of  tobac- 
co, or  of  flour,  and  a  suit  instituted  to  recover 
— ought  judgment  to  be  rendered  in  such  a 
case?  ought  the  judges  to  close  their  eyes  on 
the  Constitution  and  only  see  the  law? 

The  Constitution  declares  that  "  no  bills  of 
attainder  or  ex  pott  facto  law  shall  be  pa  i 
sed." 

If,  however,  such  a  bill  should  be  passed, 
and  a  person  should  be  prosecuted  under  it, 
must  the  court  condemn  to  death  those  vic- 
tims whom  the  Constitution  endeavors  to  pre- 
serve ? 

"  No  person,"  says  the  Constitution,  "shall 
be  convicted  of  treason,  unless  on  the  testi- 
mony of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act, 
or  on  confession  in  open  Court" 

Here  the  language  of  the  Constitution  is  ad- 
dressed especially  to  the  courts.  It  prescribes 
directly  for  them  a  rule  of  evideuce  not  to  be 
departed,  from.  If  the  Legislature  shonld 
change  that  rule,  and  declare  one  witness,  or 
a  confession  out  of  Court,  sufficient  for  con- 
viction, must  the  constitutional  principle 
yield  to  the  legislative  act? 

From  these,  and  many  other  selections 
which  might  be  made,  it  is  apparent  that  the 
framers  of  the  Constitution  contemplated  that 
instrument  as  a  rule  for  the  government  of 
Courts,  as  well  as  of  the  Legislature. 

Why  otherwise  does  it  direct  the  judges  to 
take  an  oath  to  support  it  ?  This  oath  cer- 
tainly applies  in  an  especial  manner  to  their 
conduct  in  their  official  character.  How  im- 
moral to  impose  it  on  them,  if  they  were  to 
be  used  as  the  instruments,  and  the  knowing 
instruments,  for  violating  what  they  swear  to 
support! 

The  oath,  of  office,  too,  imposed  by  the  Leg- 
islature, ts  completely  demonstrative  of  the 
legislative  opinion  on  this  subject.  It  is  in 
these  words:  "I  do  solemnly  swear  that  1 
will  administer  justice  without  respeet  to 
persons,  and  equal  right  to  the  poor  and  to 
the  high;  afld  that  T  will  faithfully  and 
impartially  discharge  all  the  duties  incumbent 

on  me  as  ,  according  to  the  best 

of  my  abilities  and  understanding,  agreeable 
to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  " 
States."

the  heat  is  fifteen  degree-  less  ?  He  sure  not 
t..  give  any  filthy  stufi.  called  swill,  though 
cows  can  have  their  tastes  perverted,  so  a*  to 
make  them  relish  nasty,  greasy  dish-water, 
sour  milk.  Ace.  .  but  let  them  eat  green  hay. 
fodder  off  cornstalks  that  have  been  cut  quite 
green  and  well  cured,  and  pumkins,  carrots 
or  field  beets,  but  on  turnips  or  swedes;  any- 
kind  of  meal,  shorts  or  bran,  fresh  ami  sweet, 
aud  as  far  as  my  experience  goes,  lor  find 
flavored  butter.  I  preler  e\crytbing  given  in  a 
uatural  way-  that  is  no  dusty  or  course  food 
cooked,  steamed  or  made  up  in  any  way,  for 
it  will  be  inferior  in  effect.  My  husband  has 
always  been  successful  in  forcing  great  quan- 
tities of  milk,  and  having  proved  almost 
every  variety  of  food,  our  butter  is  uniformly 
good,  and  as  the  whole  of  the  articles  which 
produce  nice  tasting,  rich  butter,  MMmVk*  1" 
the  health  of  the  co+-  I  do  not  recollect  ever 
having  a  sick  animal  while  in  milk 

The  cream  rise-  '.•>■  t  in  winter  when  the 
dairy  is  protected  at  the  window-  A  •  .  • ..  that 
do  frosty  air  can  enter.  I  only  skim  once, 
which  is  immediately  prior  to  using  the  milk, 
and,  as  before  stated  that  is  generally  all 
used  for  cooking,  drinking  at  table,  and  for 
calves  weaned  by  hand  Thu.-.  though  I  am 
scrupulously  exact  in  keeping  everything 
sweet,  and  having  nothing  in  the  dairy  to 
taint  the  atmosphere,  my  milk  is  put  away  in 
twenty-four  hours  in  summer  and  thirty  -i\ 
in  winter. 

irregularity  in  the  time  uf  milking,  chang- 
ing the  milkers,  one  person  milking  one  day 
or  week  and  another  the  next,  and  hiilM^Mj 
the  cows  by  any  means,  such  as  driving  them 
too  fast,  having  a  dog  to  scare  them,  disturb- 
ing them  by  putting  horse-,  oxen  or  strange 
cattle  among  them,  nil  tend  to  injure  them 
and  their  milk. 

Any  one  with  capacity  enough  10  escape 
being  termed  an  idiot,  or  even  a  little  child, 
may  understand  the  plain,  simple  truth  of  the 
cow  being  a  kind  of  living  machine  for  con- 
verting certain  articles  into  milk,  and  it  is  of 
as  much  consequence  to  feed  this  structure 
with  good  commodities  of  the  right  sort  as  it 
M  to  have  the  proper  material  to  feed  ma- 
chinery to  make  the  best  cloth,  the  finest 
linen,  or  richest  silks.  Therefore,  if  poor 
hay.  musty  meal,  mouldy  cornstalks,  greasy, 
sour  slope,  or  any  impure,  valueless  or  innu- 
trious  matter  be  given  to  milch  cattle,  no 
dairy-maid,  however  clever  she  may  be,  can 
make  good  butter  :  but  if  nice  green,  sweet 
hay,  those  kinds  of  roots  which  inpart  no  un- 
pleasant taste,  and  fresh,  hiseious  meal  be 
given,  it  must  be  a  dirty,  lazy  or  foolish  wo- 
man that  can  make  inferior  butter. 

The  blame  in  summer  rests  generally  on 
those  who  have  not  the  disci  mi  nation  to  put 
cows  in  good  pastures,  where  there  is  shade 
aud  water— the  latter  not  disturbed  by  ducks 
or  hogs — and  who  are  too  ignorant  to  grow 
forage  crops  to  help. 

Nl-RSERYUKN  AND  NfltKKRV  AdEXTS. 

We  hare  heard  somewhere  lately  of  a  nur- 
seryman who  exulted  in  the  imperfect  charac- 
ter of  his  trees,  "for.  said  he.  if  they  die  I 
can  sell  more  trees  tight  along  to  the  same 
men  '  We  are  sure  that  such  scoundrels  as 
this  man,  are  rare  ;  and  that  the  aaiassiBsea 
of  the  present  day.  are  not  only  actuated  by 
more  noble  motives,  but  they  know  that 
nothing  could  be  mote  suicidal  than  such  a 
course  with  their  patrons  It  i-  true  that  un- 
informed purchasers  frequently  remark  to 
nurserymen  or  venders,  that  the"  hiss  ,,|  trees 
must  supply  va< aiu-ic  for  the  sale  of  more. 
Nothing,  howevei.  BMi  be  further  li-nm  the 
truth.  For  no  man  will  MMttMM  to  paa  out 
his  hard  earned  money  for  thnt  which  "is  of 
uncertain  value,  or  which  must  lead  to  dis- 
appointment and  loss  not  only  lossol  m 
but  of  care,  attention  aud  time"  the  latter  I a> 
iug  the  very  stuff  that  life  i-  made  of.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  planter  is  encouraged  by 
the  -uecess  of  all  hi-  tree-  and  l.y  their  i  eturn; 
of  fine  crops  of  delicious  Iruit"  He  will  not 
only  be  likely  to  buy  more  himself  than  if 
every  high-priced  tree  became  adrv  and  dead 
stick,  but  at  least  ten  or  twenty  of  "his  neigh 
bors  and  friends  will  be  stimulated  l,\  hi- 
"good  luck"  to  imitate  his  practice. 

We  were  acquainted  with  a  nursery  lirm, 
who,  a  dozen  years  ago.  had  to  adopt  the 
practice,  then  Incoming  general,  of  lending 
out  agents  to  effeet  sales  aud  deliver  tree- 
Many  complaints  were  then  made  iu  different 
parts  of  the  country  sjf  the  impositions  ot 
tree  venders.  Orders  were  obtained  under 
fine  promises  of  handsome  tree-  ami  deliciou- 
fruit  Some,  at  least,  of  these  order-  had 
been  filled  with  despicable  specimen,,  and  the 
money  obtained  for  them  under  the  threat  of 
lawsuits.  These  agents  took  special  pains 
not  to  visit  the  same  j. :uee<  twice  and  their 
dishonorable  course  had  become  a  serious 
detriment  to  the  business  of  honest  men. 
The  first  agent  which  the  firm  alluded  to 
sent  out,  was  directed  to  deliver  no  tree  which 
was  not  satisfactory  and  in  good  condition  :

interesting— the  more  so  on  account  of  the 
great  success  which  attended  the  use  of  this 
special  manure.  These  experiments  afford 
an  additional  proof  of  the  uncertainty  of 
manures:  for  while  in  some  ol  these  instan- 
ces the  superphosphate  doubled  the  product, 
in  some  others,  elsewhere,  it  has  afford-  d  no 
sensible  result  whatever.  La-t  spring  the 
••t  iter  of  these  remarks  procured  a  sack  of 
Baugh's  superphosphate — unquestionably  an 
excellent  article,  sis  the  manufacturers  nre 
widely  known  to  be  men  of  ability  and  integrity. 
It  was  used  on  corn  fodder  and  on  potatoes. 
The  quantity  npplied  varied  from  1100  to  500 
pounds  per  acre — some  rowi  being  treated 
with  the  first  named  quantity,  and  others  with 
the  last  named,  npplied  by  careful  measure- 
m<  nt  Beta  these  MM  were  planted  in  do.-e 
rows  or  drills,  Repeated  examinations  with 
the  ,  \e  were  made  during  growth,  but  at  no 
period  could  the  slightest  difference  be  per- 
ceived between  the  rows  which  received  the 
superphosphate  and  those  which  had  none. 
Par  this  reason,  no  measurement  of  the  corn 
fodder  crop  MM  made:  but  the  potatoes 
were  carefully  measured  in  several  instances. 
No  effect  whatever  was  detected,  as  the  result 
of  the  application.  The  soil  was  naturally 
rich  strong  loam,  but  it  had  not  been  recently 
manured.  Possibly  in  other  seasons  the  re- 
sult might  be  different  Hut  the.  care  here  ex- 
er,  .-  1  in  varying  the  experimi  nts,  and  in 
examining  their  results,  does  not  strongly  en- 
eearage  ■  repetition  of  the  trial  Farmers 
should,  therefore,  not  use  these  special  ma- 
nure extensively  until  they  have  learned 
their  adaption  to  their  own  particular  locali- 
se- In  the  meantime,  they  can  rely  on  old- 
fashioned  vard  and  stable  manure,  which,  if 
BMM  rfj  applied  by  pulverization  and  dif- 
fusion III reijli  the  soil,  will  always  be  sure  to 
make  |  decided  report  in  ihr  growth  of  every 
crop. 

DISEASE  IN"  HOUSE.-. 

Mr  Wyatt  W  Pierce,  of  Vergennes,  Vt., 
■litai  me  that  he  lo-t  four  horses  by  a  disease 
similar  to  that  I  mentioned  iu  my  communi- 
cation published  in  the  Country  < lentbinan, 
January  t,  18C&  He  *ays  :  "1  wouliTlike  to 
compare  notes;  two  of  mine  were  taken  in 
the  latter  part  of  October— the  first  symptom 
was  dullness;  they  would  only  move  at  a 
snail's  pace.  I  next  noticed  that  they  could 
not  satisfy  their  thirst ;  they  appeared  to  be 
drinking  well,  but  would  not  perceptibly- 
lower  the  contents  of  the  pail.  There  di  1 
not  seem  to  i»e  any  pain  connected  with  the 
act  of  drinking,  but  an  inability  to  swallow, 
and  the  water  returned  to  the  pail  fey  their 
no-tri!  .  They  would  grin  !  their  hay  and 
oats  ami  then  quid  it:  this  was  all  accompa-

The  Waefchamy  'bramble*  should  it  become 
a  dense  growth  on  worn  red  clays,  will  in  a 
few  years  after  all  the  brambles  are  cut  and 
burned,  show  the  land  has  really  rich.  Cov- 
ering with  oat,  rye  or  wheat  straw,  say  a  foot 
deep,  for  one  vear.  will  assuredly  show  im- 
provement. This  is  well  understood  from  the 
fact  thnt  the  gases  in  Mie  atmosphere  are 
washed  down  by  rain,  and  in  the  mere  circu- 
lation of  air  in  and  under  the  straw,  the  gases 
therefrom  are  absorbed  by  the  earth,  and  not 
dissipated  by  the  sun.  Land  is  benefitted  by 
the  crop,  jttr  tt,  'of  itself  i  yet  to  a  greater  e\ 
tent  than  a  "correct  analysts"  will  show.
